BOSTON, April 4 On Monday next 
a partial report is to be made to the 
state legislature by the special Joint 
committee to investigate the coal sit­ 
uation. 
Yesterday In the house of represent­ 
atives, the resolve reported 
by 
the 
committee on federal relations, asking 
the legislature to memorialize congress 
to take action to secure the control 
and supervision of the anthracite mines 
Of this country, and if that does not 
provide th* relief desired, then national 
ownership, was specially assigned to 
next Wednesday for discussion. 
To aid this measure a report will 
probably he presented in the house on 
Monday next from the coal committee 
in the form of the following resolution: 
"In the course of Its 
Investigation 
your committee has Inquired Into the 
subject of government control or su­ 
pervision of the anthracite mines. 
As 
a result of said Investigation It recom­ 
mends the p a s s a g e of resolutions sub­ 
stantially In accord with those report­ 
ed by the joint committee on federal 
relations and numbered house 126«.”

Strike Measure May be 


Introduced 


Both branches of 
the city council 
w ill meet next Tuesday night and It is 
believed that at the meetings a m eas­ 
ure will be introduced bearing 
upon 
the present strike. 
Just what the nature of the m eas­ 
ure will be is not known at present 
and it is said that several members 
contemplate 
introducing 
orders 
or 
resolutions referring to the matter. 
A member of the city council speaking 
with The Bun reporter said today: 
“Ah 
the s tr ik e is a matter which affects the 
entire city of Lowell, I think that the 
city council should take official recogni­ 
tion 
of the existence of 
the 
strike 
Whether an investigation will be asked, 
arbitration requested or money appro 
priated for the relief of the strikers. I 
cannot say, but I think some official n o ­ 
tice will be taken ut next Tuesdays 
meet leg.’’* 


LAWYER MCVEY 
SUGGESTS QUESTIONS 
Edward D. McVey, who has acted as 
counsel for the labor leaders on sev­ 
eral occasions, was asked 
what 
he 
thought of the proposed Investigation. 
He said: 
“If a legislative committee is to tack­ 
le this question properly, it will start 
with the assumption that Lowell is as 
well able to compete with Fall River 
and New Bedford as any other New 
England cotton center, in the 
things 
with which they compete. 
“The mill management must not be 
permitted to set up the defence 
that 
their in rh 
.y to pay w ages like Fall 
River and New Bedford on 
the same 
line of goods is based on the theory 
which they claim, of an inefficiency in 
mill construction, known to Lowell a s­ 
sessors as the modern mill theory, 
"The investigators must also start 
with the assumption that Lowell mills 
are in the hands of clever and capable 
people, and for manufacturing purpos­ 
es in lines com petitive or otherwise are 
as well constructed, or approximately 
so. as if there was such a thing aH an 
ideal mill, whether In New Bedford or 
Fall River. 
“The question of cotton purchases by 
the mills here might prove an interest­ 
ing one for the legislators, whether they 
buy of planters or of speculators, and 
the interest Of the cotton combine with 
cotton speculators and their connection 
with cotton pools in the past. Does the 
cotton combine produce its own cotton? 
If it does not, would it be advisable to 
do so? 
“All these questions are apart from 
the subjects of child labor and cheaper 
labor and longer hours in the south. The 
information then elicited by the commit­ 
tee might influence congress to pass a 
uniform 60-hour law in states which now 
permit more than 60 hours work a week. 
It might also impress upon the national 
conscience the necessity for an educa­ 
tional and employment bill affecting chil­ 
dren. 
“I would also suggest to the legislators 
to ascertain how far each cotton corpor­ 
ation is dependent on the other for di­ 
rection and guidance in business. 
“The selling agencies and the finan­ 
ciering of the same and who 
c o m p o s e 
them must be brought out by the in­ 
vestigation lf it is to be a genuine in­ 
quiry of the mill situation here. Still 
further, they must seek to ascertain 
from the Jobbers and distributors 
relation to the 
manufacturers, 
selling 
agent and retailer, as to the bearing they 
rTI have on the stockholder. 
“The ownership of 
the mills, the 
grouping of the directors, the major­ 
ity in Interest, their business and fam ­ 
ily relationship and the financial insti­ 
tutions with which they 
are 
allied 
m ust also be gone into. 
Mill debts, 
machinery cost and renewals and cot­ 
ton speculation, if any, In connection 
with 
Lowell cotton 
manufacturing, 
m ay also suggest themselves. 
“Let the 
l e g i s l a t o r s ask thb cotton 
manufacturer!* whether or not It is 
contemplated to take the equities in 
the various mill properties in Lowell 
or elsewhere in M assachusetts 
over 
the nominal capital and employ such 
by means of a bonded issue for the 
purpose of further southern exploita­ 
tion; and also obtain evidence by ex­ 
perts of 
the total assets 
compared 
with value and compared with capi­ 
tal. 
Have the mills any interest 
bearing notes, and lf «o whether i t Is 
a charge against capital or a charge 
against labor? 
“The methods and system s of book­ 
keeping in the mills might be inquired 
into and the question raised, Do they 
employ a clearing house among them­ 
selves? 
“These are a few of 
the queries 
that the legislators can ask and they 
all have an Important bearing on the 
ability of Lowell mills to pay the IO 
per cent. Increase demanded 
by the 
operative*. ’*

helps trade and it removes discontent, which if prevalent among the help 
of a mill must prove detrimental to a great extent in the long run. 
The Ix>well mills could increase w'ages today and he Just as well or bet­ 
ter off a year from now than they will be if they finally refuse an increase 
of wages.

A good m any people arc of the opinion that the owners of the Lowell 
mills are interested in mills in otfier cities and they fight the increase of 
w ages In Lowell, knowing that an increase here would mean an increase 
In their other mills. 
Therefore, it is not likely that the wage question in Lowell will 
be 
settled upon its merits. 
The mill agents would stand better 
with the 
public today lf they had offered some Increase, 
The public at large seems 
to he unanim ously of the opinion that the operatives are entitled to an in­ 
crease of some kind.

In th e m ean tim e the fort fell

T here we w ere again, the shots from 
th e soldiers going in 
all 
directions 
abo ut us an d the gun boat then s ta rte d 
to open her fire on the th en -lo st fort. 
Well, by this tim e we gave ourselves 
u p a s gone, as we expected th a t every 
second w as our last on earth, but the 
old 
preacher, calm 
as he w as singing, 
said: ‘‘T his is the place to die” ; hu t 
we d idn ’t w ant to die ju st then.

It w asn't ten m in utes a fte r 
h at till fort was firing in the sam e 
Erection th a t we were. 
T he in su rree- 
ioners also opened fire. 
W e w ere then 
»etween two fires. 
T he H o n d u ras gun 
m at w as in th e bay read y to open fire 


i In the m eantim e the fort fired a hole 
into the gun boat. 
S om e jum ped o v e r­ 
board and o th ers stood by and took her 
out of the h a rb o r to he rep aired ; a fte r 
th a t the go v ern m en t troops gave In 
and su rrendered, while the officers and 
principal people had got shelter ab o ard 
our ship. 
It w as then g e ttin g dark and 
course we ran for shelter and p r o - ‘l t*ie lro u ^’lp s e e m e d to he about over.

H e is George S tanton and his p a r ­ 
en ts live a t 9 Gold street, South Bos­ 
ton. 
B eing u nd er IO y ears the police 
could not" legally detain him and were 
obliged to give him over to th e care of 
his parents. 
T he society for the P re ­ 
vention 
of C ruelty to Children 
was 
told of the case and a com plaint m ay 
be m ade ag ainst his m other in court 
today. 
If no com plaint 
is 
m ade 
ag ain st Mrs. Stanton, the boy will he 
ta k e n care of by a tr u a n t officer, as it 
h as been learned th a t he has not a t ­ 
tended school for four m onths. 
Young as the boy is, he is considered 
the s ta r “ p a n h a n d le r” of Boston. 
By 
his own 
confession 
he has “ touched” 
law yers, politicians, 
m em bers of the 
legislature, sta te house and city hall 
officials, and even v entured to en te r 
the executive ch am b e r at 
the state 
house and ask to see Gov. Bates. 
H is fall cam e when he 
called at 
police 
h ead q u arters, 
successfully 
“tou ched ” 
the 
police 
com m issioners 
and left a fictitious address. 
It w as 
the intention of the com m issioners to 
see th a t not only he. hut his p aren ts 
an d brothers and sisters were a ss ist­ 
ed by som e ch aritab le society, and it 
w a s in m akin g Inquiries th a t it w as 
learned he w as a fraud. 
T uesday 
afternoon young 
S tanton 
called at 
police head qu arters, c a rr y ­ 
ing 
paper 
flowers 
which 
he railed 
“s u n b u rsts .” 
H e is a bright little fel­ 
low and when he told C om m issioner 
A dam s, 
Medical 
E x am in er 
D raper, 
Sergt. Saxton and a score of others 
th at his 
m other had five children 
to 
support, th at the rent was due and 
th a t unless $2 w as gotten im m ediately 
they 
would 
he 
turn ed out 
of their 
home, all were only too eager to give 
i a q u a rte r apiece. 
Not know ing w here he w as going he 
w’alked into the room of Special officer 
Goode, and told him th e sam e story. 
Ooode believed w h at he said and like 
the others, gave him a 25 cent piece. It 
is the d u ty of Officer Goode to in ves­ 
tig a te rases of this kind and when one 
of the police com m issioners suggested 
th a t inquiry he m ade he went to work 
in earnest. 
T he boy said his nam e w as George 
M urphy and his home was at 13 Laco­ 
nia afreet. 
Goode went to th e house 
the following d ay and found th a t there 
w as no M urphy fam ily living there. 
T h a t satisfied him th a t the boy was 
a fraud. 
Then he w atched the streets 
for him. 
Y esterday noon he found him at the 
en tran ce of the P em berto n 
building, 
soliciting m oney 
from 
a 
g roup of 
law yers. 
It w as the sam e h a rd -lu rk 
told at police h e a d q u a r­ 
ters th a t he w as repeating 
The officer followed him and stopped 
him at the Scollay squ are su b w a y s ta 
tion 
while 
In 
conversation 
w ith

n u m b e r of women. 
A fter the boy w as tak en to police 
h e a d q u a rte rs 
and 
tem porarily 
con­ 
fined.

L a te r the 
fath er 
w as sent for. 
He came, hut he said

record n u m b e r for the third class.

the sit loon passengers were 
Prof, A lexander Agassiz of H arv ard , 
his son, M. Agassiz, E. 8. Codm an and 
Mr. and Mrs. H arloston Deacon.

Ja p a n e se 
poet, Yone Noguchi, 
w as a second cabin passenger, 
having 
been in London the past tw o months. 
H is 
best-know n

ship 
encountered nearly all 
the way. 
She m ade th e trip in 8 days, 20 hours 
and 50 m inutes. 
T he best d a y ’s run 
was M onday, 
when 
350 
k no ts 
were 
made. 
and the shortest w as W ednes­ 
day, when only 228 knots w ere covered. 
It was ra th e r an eventful voyage, 
at 
least enough to be u nu su ally in te re st­ 
ing. 
M any 
big Icebergs 
wore seen, 
one 300 feet long. 
On M arch 
25, 
wireless 
telegraphic 
com m unication 
was established 
with 
Crookhaven iii 3 o’clock in 
the a f t e r ­ 
noon, when she w as 40 miles east, and 
lasted until m idnight, wh«|n about 80 
miles west. 
The ship published a p a ­ 
per called M arconigram s, w hlch w as a 
new feature, and copies were eagerly 
seized as souvenirs.

Pennell 
of Buffalo, which was published b ro ad ­ 
cast by som e of his classm ates who 
are am o ng tile most p rom inent men 
of Mr. Fennell’s class at Yale. 
In tin1 cu rren t Issue of 
tho Alumni 
Weekly. Moseley IL W illiam s. Yale ’64, 
declares th a t Mr. Fennell s classm ates 
"owe It to all Yale men and to the p u b ­ 
lic to send out a retraction which shall 
be jim em p h atic and widely published 
as their declaration of faith,” 
Mr. W illiam s says Yale pride 
has 
never been h o hum iliated. 
T he W eekly in a long editorial d e ­ 
clares that only the men w ho signed 
the state m e n t vindicating Mr. Pennell 
w ere responsible for it. 
A m ong those who signed It was Prof. 
W, L. P h elp s of the u niv ersity faculty.

adapted. It is a business that has to be 
learned like any other, but with a little 
experience added to natural qualifica­ 
tions, such as perseverance, energy and 
common sense, one is sure to succeed. 
The plant ] own and ani running was 
started on $250, and I have built up a 
large, well paying business, 
“I was brought up in the business of 
market gardening. 
My father followed 
it before me. 
Being led to it both by 
circumstances and inclination, I n atu ­ 
rally took it up. 
My home of sixty- 
eight acres is twenty-five miles from 
Boston. The. land slopes gently to tho 
southeast and northwest, so that I can 
get tw-o crops of early vegetables on 
the southeast slope and peach orchards 
and later crops on the northwest. 
The 
branches in which I nm most interested 
and engaged are flowers, vegetables and 
fruits. Peach orchards occupy a large 
corner of my farm and have been a 
source of profit. 
When the trees are 
young, vegetables and small fruits can 
be grown between the rows, thus using 
all the available land. 
Apples, pears, 
plums and stnull fruits I* also grow for 
profit." 
Of women tillers of the soil in general 
Miss Cutler says they may be found 
everywhere—in New York, Pennsylva­ 
nia, Minnesota, Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, 
Iowa.

the American dressmaker till It shall 
not only rival, but excel, that of tho 
Frenchm an in the same line. 
The word “ Frenchm an’’ is used with 
forethought In connection with Paris 
costumers, 
for 
without 
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o n e 
once 
that 
men 
are 
indicated there­ 
by. But not ev­ 
erybody is aware that Paquln, Doueet, 
Pouff, Beer and Doeulilet are also of 
the masculine gender. With one or two 
exceptions, there is something queer, 
fussy' and artificial in the appearance 
and m anner of these male dressmakers, 
as though long catering to the whinm 
of women had somehow struck in and 
got on their nerves. 
Hut they ars the 
princes and rulers of the costuming of 
women. 
From their kingdom in the 
Rue de la Palx, and more recently in 
Boulevard 
Hauasmann, 
they 
Issue 
edicts before which all the feminine 
w'orld bows abjectly. 
Yet here is a 
hint that American dressm akers may 
avail themselves of for their encour­ 
agement: Many of the new fashions are 
actually 
designed 
and contrived 
by 
mere women, after all. 
They are wo­ 
men and girls in the employ of the 
kings of women’s fashions. They work 
regtilarly for these men at small wages 
and bring in new designs that occur to 
them or that they study out. 
If one of 
these novel Ideas promises to “take," 
then it is either bought or simply ap ­ 
propriated by the male employer. 
Now, if French girls can design fash­ 
ions American girls certainly can when 
they have had the training nnd expe­ 
rience. 
But the American dressmakers 
have a larger undertaking on their 
hands than they' seem aw are of. They 
tackle their task with the happy confi­ 
dence of those w’ho know not Itta diffi­ 
culties. and that same happy confi­ 
dence. 
based 
partly 
on 
ignorance 
though it be, is one of the best auguries 
for the final trium phant success of the 
American dressmaker. 
It was the happiest thought of the 
promoters of the recent exhibition of 
gowns in New York to display along 
with homemade ones an assortm ent of 
costumes from Paris. It was an inval­ 
uable object lesson to the American 
modiste. If she used her wits, she sawr 
how’ much she had yet to learn. 
T hat 
is the first step toward progress. 
It Is 
no disgrace to adm it that in the tech­ 
nique of all art, in the painstaking, 
careful, mechanical making of w h at­ 
ever the French undertake, they lead 
the world. The English adm it it; so do 
all other nations 
The gowns at the exhibition in New 
York showed thiH unmistakably. 
Was 
a Paris creation placed upon a lay fig­ 
ure beside an American 
one? 
The 
American dress was made of splendid, 
costly material. 
It w'as elaborately 
wrought, in some Instances so elabo­ 
rately as to be painful. 
But the skirt 
sometimes wrinkled over the hips, even 
upon the dummy, there were also wrin­ 
kles under the arm s and about the 
shoulders. 
There was often, too, a 
general tumbly, “tacky” appearance to 
the tout ensemble. 
There was great 
and 
heaped 
up 
ornamentation, 
but 
sometimes ornamentation without a r­ 
tistic design. 
The w ry sewing on of 
that lace which is now so universal a 
feature of garniture showed the differ­ 
ence. 
The lace yoke of the French 
gown was fitted as exactly as lf it had 
been a tailor made overcoat. 
Every 
stitch w’as In place, and it held. There 
w'as not a pucker In a seam anywhere. 
The inset lace medallions were a beau­ 
tiful illustration of this French ex­ 
actness. 
The French bodice upon the lay figure 
fitted as It does upon the human figure 
when the French modiste fits It—w ith­ 
out a wrinkle or a loose stitch a n y ­ 
where. 
With the French dressm aker 
there is always as much of a design be­ 
forehand for a costume as there is with 
the artist for a great painting or In tho 
mind of the sculptor for a marble crea­ 
tion. 
To think out this creation of 
a rt takes time. 
After it is .thought out 
much more time is required to m ate­ 
rialize it. 
A m erican'women who have 
had costumes made in Paris have often 
been not a little annoyed at the long 
delay' before getting them. 
It seems to 
take a French costumer twice as long 
to make a gown as It does the Anteri- I 
can costumer. It is because the French I 
modiste is engaged In a real labor of 
love, considering herself to be creating 
as much of an art work as lf she w-ere 
making a painting or a musical com­ 
position. 
The French nation are the leading 
artists of the world In all fields. They 
have given themselves up wholly to art 
expression since the days of Louis XIV. 
W hat wonder that all the world sits at 
the feet of Paris and learns of the 
French In m atters of art expression! 
The 


painstaking fitting, exact Joining, per­ 
fect to a thread—yes, and the sewing 
Itself she needs to know. 
When a 
young American singer Is to be finished 
off for the operatic or concert stage, 
she always winds up her training with 
a season of instruction In Paris to get 
“style," which the most experienced 
musicians agree can be got nowhere 
else. 
If the American costumers suc­ 
ceed in their determination to produce 
work which shall equal that of the 
French, those able to afford it can do 
nothing which will ald them so much 
as to spend a season or two In Paris 
learning the art of how to do, English 
modistes do this, so do Germans, and 
the American is not yet so superior to 
these that sin1 can Ignore such an aid 
to lier art. Let her remember that it Is 
an art and a most worthy one. There 
Is no art higher than that of draping 
the beautiful living form. 
Miss Elizabeth A. C. White, the ta l­ 
ented and energetic president of the 
American Dressmakers’ Protective as­ 
sociation, realizes what Is necessary to 
place die modistes of this country at 
the head of their trade. 
The aspiring, 
yet teachable, spirit of these hardwork­ 
ing women Is tho one that will win out 
in time beyond a doubt. 
W hat Ameri­ 
can gownniaki ts can do with practice 
was shown In an odd way at their New 
York exhibition. 
Most of the gowns 
displayed were either dinner or ball 
costumes and those meant to be worn 
at various other evening affairs. 
Con­ 
sequently they were of light, fluffy m a­ 
terial, lace, chiffon, liberty silk, net. 
muslin or silk mull. 
In these the ones 
that even a novice could distinguish as 
superior were ticketed from tile south, 
where women wear thin, light fabrics 
four times as much as they do in Bos­ 
ton. New York or Chicago. 
Of gowns 
of this sort notably beautiful ones were 
from Baltimore, Charleston and Dal­ 
las. 
Another striking feature of the show 
was that by no means the most stylish 
American gowns are made In New 
York, the pretensions of Its modistes to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
From 
small country towns In various sec­ 
tions of the Union came costumes Iii 
that * Indefinable 
something 
called 
“style’’ superior to some of those made 
on Fifth avenue: that, too, though nu­ 
merous New York houses were repre­ 
sented. 
Of original designs, the “l i l y skirt is 
to be mentioned as one warranted not 
to fly up on a windy day.

planned by Miss White, the enthusias­ 
tic president and founder of the Dress-

secure preferential treatm ent In favor of 
England; but the passages dealing with 
tilt int* r-oroanie canal and the develop­ 
ment of American naval power are wel­ 
comed as proofs that buncombe hits gone 
out of favor, and th at action has taken 
the place of vague blustering. 
The a l­ 
truism OI the presiden ts speech is not 
understood by the capital of att empire 
which has been built upon the princi­ 
ple of enlightened self-interest. 
The ob­ 
jection is raised by some writers that 
trouble will arise whenever a European 
power finds itself unable to obtain redress 
in Spanish-America unless by the seizure 
of territory, and the “ Ptfle England'’ con­ 
troversialists are puzzled by the demand 
for a stronger navy when the Monroe 
doctrine' has been sanctioned by Great 
Britain and Germany. 
The address, as 
a whole, greatly increases the president’s 
prestige 
abroad, and It was 
always 
unique.

"T he in v e stig ato rs m ust also s ta rt 
w ith th e assu m p tio n th a t Lowell mills 
are in the h a n d s of clever and capable 
people, and for m a n u fa c tu rin g p u rp o s ­ 
es In lines co m p etitiv e or o th erw ise are 
as well co nstru cted , o r a p p ro x im ately 
so, as lf th ere w as such a th in g as an 
ideal mill, w h e th e r in N ew B edford or 
F all River. 
"The question o f cotton purchases by 
the mills here might prove an Interest 
ing one for the legislators, whether they 
buy of planters or of speculators, and 
the Interest of the cotton combine with 
cotton speculators and their connection 
W ith cotton pools In tho past. Does the 
cotton combine produce Its own cotton? 
l f it does not, would It be advisable to 
do so? 
"All these questions are apart from 
the subjects of child labor and cheaper 
labor and longer hours In the south. Tho 
information then elicited by the com m it­ 
tee might influence congress to pass a 
uniform flO-hour law In states which now 
permit more than 60 hours’ work a week. 
It m ight also Impress upon the national 
conscience the necessity for an educa­ 
tional and employment bill affecting chil­ 
dren. 
"I would also suggest to the legislators 
to ascertain how far each cotton corpor­ 
ation is dependent on the other for di­ 
rection and guidance in business.

up.

Other mills are paying higher wages than those of Lowell. W hy should 
not Lowell keep up with the procession? 
The money paid out for an increase of wages is not thrown away. It 
helps trade and it removes discontent, which if prevalent among the help 
of a mill must prove detrimental to a great extent in the long run. 
The Lowell mills could increase wages today and be just as well or bet­ 
ter off a year from now than they will be if they finally refuse an increase 
Of wages. 
The price of the finished product is largely controlled 
by the 
coat of m anufacture. 
If ail the 
mills pay living wages what is to prevent 
them getting It back in the sale 
price of their manufactured goods? 
A good m any people are of the opinion that the owners of the Lowell 
mills are interested In mills in oilier cities and they fight the increane of 
wages in Lowell, knowing that an increase here w’ould mean an increase 
in their other mills. 
Therefore, it is not likely that thp wage question in Lowell will 
be 
settled upon it* merits. 
The mill agents would stand better 
with the 
public today if they had offered 
some increase. 
The public at large seems 
to be unanimously of 
the 
opinion that 
the operatives are entitled to an in­ 
crease of some kind.

it is clear th at corporations created for 
quasi public purposes, clothed for thai 
reason with the ultimate, power of the 
state to lake private property against 
the will of the owner, hold their corporate 
powers as carriers in tru st for the fairly 
impartial service of all the fly bl ic. 
F a ­ 
voritism in the use of such powers, un­ 
justly enriching some and unjustly im­ 
poverishing others, discriminating in fa­ 
vor of some places and against others, is. 
palpably violative of plain principles of 
justice. 
Such a practice unchecked is 
hurtful in many ways. 
Congress, having 
had its attention draw n to the matter, 
enacted a most 
im portant 
anti-rebate 
law, which greatly strengthens the m- 
ferstate-commereo law. 
This new law 
prohibits 
nuder adequate penalties the 
giving and as well the demanding or re­ 
ceiving of such preferences, and provides 
the preventive remedy of injunction. The 
vigorous administration of tills law, and it 
will be, enforced, will, it is hoped, afford 
substantial remedy for certain trust 
evils which have attracted public atten ­ 
tion and have created public unrest. 
This law represents a noteworthy and 
important advance toward Just and effec­ 
tive regulation of transportation. More­ 
over, Us passage lins been supplemented 
by the enactm ent of a law to expedite 
tho hearing of actions of public moment 
under the anti-trust act, known as the 
Sherman law, and under the net to regu- 
';ito commerce, at the request of the a t ­ 
torney general; and furthermore, addl- 
lonal funds have been appropriated to be 
expended under the direction of the at 
tor ney genet a1 
in the enforcement 
of 
these laws. 
Ail of this represents a great and sub­ 
stantial advance in legislation. 
But more 
im portant even than legislation is the 
administration of the law. and I ask your 
attention for a moment to the way in 
which the law has been administered by 
the profound jurist and fearless public 
servant who now occupies tile position of 
attorney-general, Mr. 
Knox. 
The con­ 
stitution enjoins upon the president that 
he shall take care th at the laws be faith­ 
fully executed, and under this provision 
the attorney-general formulated a policy 
which was In effect nothing hut the rigid 
enforcement, by suits managed with con­ 
sum m ate skill and ability, both of the 
anti-trust law and of the imperfect pro­ 
visions of tho act to regulate commerce. 
The first step taken was the prosecution 
of 14 suits against the principal railroads 
of the middle west, restraining them by 
Injunction from flirt lier 
violations of 
either of the laws in question. 
A binit the same time the case against 
the N orthern Securities company was Ini­ 
tiated. 
This was a corporation organized 
under the laws of the state of New Je r­ 
sey with a capital of four hundred million 
dollars, the alleged purpose being to con­ 
trol tho Great Northern and the N orthern 
Uh el Mc railread companies, tw o paralell 
and competing lines extending across the 
northern tier of states from the Missis­ 
sippi river to the Pacific ocean. W hatever 
the purpose Its consummation would have 
resulted in the control of the two great 
railway system s upon which the people 
of the northwestern states were so largely 
dependent fur their supplies and to get 
their products to m arket being practically 
merged intr, the New Jersey corporation. 
The proposition th a t these independent 
systems of railroads should be merged 
undei a single control alarmed the people 
of the state concerned, lest they be sub­ 
jected to what they deemed a monopoly 
of Interstat • transportation and the sup 
presslon of competition. 
The governors 
of the states most deeply affected held a 
meeting to consider how to prevent the 
merger becoming effective 
and passed 
r* solutions calling upon the national gov­ 
ernment to enforce the an ti-trust laws 
against the alleged combination. 
When 
these resolutions were referred to the a t­ 
torney-general for consideration and a d ­ 
vice he reported that in his opinion the 
Northern Securities company and its con­ 
trol of the railroads mentioned was a 
combination in restraint 
of trade and 
was attem pting a monopoly in violation 
of the national anti-trust law. 
There­ 
upon a suit in equity, which is now pend­ 
ing. was begun by the governm ent to test 
the validity of this transaction under the 
Sherman law. 
At nearly the sam e time the disclos­ 
ures respecting the secret rebates en­ 
joyed by the great packing house com- 
panles, coupled with the very high price 
of meats, 
led 
the attorney-general 
to 
direct an investlgatl rn Into the methods 
of the so-called beef trust. 
The result 
was that he filed 
bills for injunction

companies, 
and restrained them 
from 
combining and agreeing upon prices at 
which they would Tell their products in 
states other than those in which their 
m eats were prepared for m arket. 
W rits 
of injunction were issued 
accordingly, 
and since then. after full argum ent, the 
United States circuit court has made the 
Injunction perpetual. 
The cotton Interests of the south, in­ 
cluding growers, 
buyers and shippers, 
made complaint that they were suffering 
great injury in their business from the 
methods of the southern railroads in the 
handling and transportation of cotton. 
They all* g* <1 that these railroads, by com­ 
bined action under a pooling 
arran ge­ 
ment to support their rate schedules, had 
denied to the shippers the right to elect 
over w hat roads their commodities should 
he shipped, and that by dividing upon a 
fixed basts the cotton crop of the south 
all Inducement to compete In rates tor 
th 
transportation thereof was eliminated. 
Unaged I cgs wet*' instituted by th*' nttor- 
ney -general under 
the 
anti-trust law’, 
which resulted in the destruction of the 
pool and in r* storing to the growers and 
shippers of th*' south the right to shit) 
their products over any road they elected, 
thus removing the restraint 
upon 
the 
freedom of commerce. 
In November, 
1902, the attorney-gen­ 
eral directed that a bill for an Injunction 
he filed in the United States circuit court 
at Ban Francisco 
against th*' Federal 
Salt company—-a corporation which had 
been organized under the laws of an 
eastern state, hut had its main office ara! 
principal place of business In California— 
ami against a number of other companies 
and persons constituting what was known 
as the Ha It trust. These Injunctions were 
to restrain the execution of certain con­ 
tracts between the Federal Salt company 
and the other defendants, by which the 
latter agre* ti neither to import, buy or 
sell salt. except from and to the Federal 
Suit 
company, and not to engage 
or 
assist In the production of salt west of 
the Mississippi river during the continu­ 
ance of sii'h contracts. 
As the result 
of these agreem ents tho price of salt had 
been advanced about 4On per cent. 
A 
temporary Injunction order was obtained, 
which th*' defendants asked Hie court to 
modify on the ground th at the anti-trust 
law had rn* application to contracts for 
purchases and sales within a state. 
The 
circuit 
court overruled this 
contention 
and . sustained the governm ent’s position. 
This practically concluded the case, and 
it is understood that in consequence the 
Federal Salt company is about to be dis­ 
solved and that po further contest will 
be made. 
W H A T 
HAS B E E N D O N E. 
The a b o v e Is a brief outline of the 
most I m p o r t a n t steps, legislative and a d ­ 
ministrative. taken during tho past 
is 
months in th e direction of solving, so far 
us at present it seems practicable by n a ­ 
tional 
legislation or administration 
to 
solve, what we call the trust 
problem. 
They represent a sum of very substantial 
Achievem ent. 
They represent « success­ 
ful effort to devise ann apply real rem e­ 
dies; an effort which so far succeeded be­ 
cause It was made not only with resolute 
purpose and determination, but alae In a 
sp*rlt of c o m m o n sense and Justice, as far 
r* m o v e d as possible from rancor, hysteria 
and u n w o r t h y demagogic appeal. 
In the 
same spirll the laws will continue to he 
enforced 
Not only is the legislation re­ 
ft ntly enact* d effective, but in my judg- 
iii, ut 
it was impracticable to 
attem pt 
more. 
Nothing of value is to be expected 
from ceaseless agitation for radical and 
extreme 
legislation. 
The people 
may 
wisely, and with confidence, awalt the re ­ 
sults which are re amma Ply to be expected 
f r o m 
th*- Impartial enforcement of the 
laws which nave recently been 
placed 
upon the statute books. 
Legislation of a 


general 
and 
indiscriminate 
character 
would b3 sure to fall, either because it 
would Involve all interests in a common 
ruin, or because it would not really reaeh 
any evil. 
We have endeavored to provide 
a discriminating adaptation of the reme­ 
dy to the real mischief. 
Many of the alleged remedies advo­ 
cated* are of the unpleasantly drastic type 
which seeks to destroy the disease by 
killing the patient. 
Others are so obvi­ 
ously futile that it is somewhat difficult 
to treat them seriously or as being ad­ 
vanced In good faith. 
High among the 
latter I place the effort to reach the trust 
question by means of the tariff. You can, 
of course, put an end to the prosperity 
of the trusts by putting an end to the 
prosperity of the nation; but the price for 
such action seems high. 
The alternative 
Is to do exactly what has bt en don** dur­ 
ing the life of the congress which has 
just closed—th at is, to endeavor, not to 
destroy corporations, but to regulate them 
with a view of doing aw ay with whatever 
Is of evil In them and of making them 
subserve the public use. 
The law is not 
to be administered In the interest of the 
poor man as such, nor yet in the interest 
of the rich man as such, but in the inter­ 
est of the law-abiding man, rich or poor. 
We are no more against organizations of 
capital than against organizations of la­ 
bor. 
We welcome both, demanding only 
that each shall do right and shall rem em­ 
ber Its duty to the republic. Such a course 
we consider not merely a benefit to the 
poor man, but a benefit to the rich man. 
We do no man an Injustice when we 
require him to obey the law. 
On the 
contrary, lf he Is a man whose safety 
and well-being depend in a peculiar de­ 
gree upon the existence of the spirit of 
law and order, we are rendering him the 
greatest service when we require him to 
be himself an exemplar of th at spirit. 
Senator Quarles answered to the toast 
‘‘Our Guests ” 
Mayor David E. Rose responded to the 
toast ‘ The City of Milwaukee.”

and is much on the same Sines as else­ 
where In the west. 
The cattle are al­ 
lowed to scatter for hundred* of miles 
and are "rounded up” by the cowboys 
usually twice a year, In the spring and 
autum n. 
The calves are then branded 
and brought back to their respective 
ranches with the other cattle. The fat 
steers afterw ard are cut out from the 
herds and are driven to market. 
New Mexico has long been a cattle 
country, and the herds go for hundreds 
of miles along cattle trails, well defined 
tracks trodden by the hoofs of beeves 
for many years In succession, to the 
nearest railroad for transit to the most 
likely market. 
It Is during these “round ups” that 
the cowboy has to work hard. 
And 
here It should be said th a t In New Mex­ 
ico, at least, he Is not the bloodthirsty 
scoundrel that certain popular shows 
and cheap novels would have us be­ 
lieve. For one thing, he is forbidden by 
the laws of the territory to carry a 
“gun"—a revolver, 
only shotguns are 
allowed to be used In the territory. The 
first duty on a “round up” Is naturally 
to bring the cattle together so that they 
can be got at handily for the purposes 
of sorting out or “cutting.” as it is 
called, the brands of the various ow n­ 
ers. 
Men from ail the rattle owners on the 
plain gradually bring the cattle into 
convenient herds. 
A number of hands 
are detailed to ride round the herd and 
hold it together while two or three 
bosses ride Into tho herd and cut out 
the cattle. 
When one of these sees a 
brand he Is after, it is surprising how 
quickly he can drive it out of the herd 
and Into Its proper "bunch,” perhaps 
a couple of hundred yards away from 
the main herd. 
Homettmes the whole herd Is divided 
up into these small “bunches” and each 
brand strictly kept with Its fellows. 
Branding is the next operation. The 
animal to be branded is roped by two 
cowboys, one of whom throws a lasso 
round the neck or horns and the other 
round the hind legs. 
With the assist­ 
ance of a third man, who grasps the tall, 
the animal Is easily thrown. Then the 
man holding the tail passes it between 
the hind legH and brings it up twisted 
over the flank, and, the ropes being 
still held taut from the horns of the 
saddles, the branding Is done with an 
iron heated redhot

Jack 
is In all stages of his development 
cept the full flowered one, in which 
stands up bold and bright in ids 
een or purple pulpit and seems to be 
during all the world. 
At first he 
oots up straight from the earth in a 
igle spike. 
Then he begins to unroll 
e one of those paper sheathed lead 
nclls. In the next stage he shows out 
ghtly more, but keeps his face cov- 
id till the last as though he m ust 


protect that from the cold blast. 
Jack 
is as little afraid of the cold as almost 
anything that grow’s, for he shoots his 
stalk up stiff and stately to the March 
wind among the first plants th a t a p ­ 
pear. He is thus bold because his green 
pulpit wraps him around completely 
and keeps him w arm till the sunshine 
melts the frost, and meantime he keeps 
on growing all the time. 
Jack in the 
pulpit is sometimes called the arum 
lily and sometimes the Indian turnip. 
When full grown, the Juice of the root 
of the arum lily Is hot and biting 
enough to blister the tongue. 
•Another plant family th at delighted 
the young people not a little was that 
of the hardy wood ferns. 
They found 
that while many leaves wrap themselves 
around the leaf stalk Itself to keep 
w arm while they are growing strong 
enough to unfold the fern leaf simply 
rolls itself downward upon Its stem, 
like a ball of yarn wound all one way. 
When the fern leaf stalks first appear 
above ground, there is nothing to be 
seen except the small reddish brown 
ball. The trail begins to unroll upward. 
A little green shows about Its lower 
edge, then a feathery, tiny leaf branch 
peeps out.

RUTLAND, Vt., April 4—The cafe of 
the F. R. Patch m anufacturing company 
against Protection lodge of machinists 
for $10,000 dam ages for a1 leger! unlawful 
acts of the defendants In connection with 
the strike at the Patch plant begun May 
20, lOOj, was given to the jury yesterday 
and at a late hour last night the jury 
was still considering its verdict. 
The charge to the jury given by Judge 
Seneca Hazelton was listened to a tte n ­ 
tively by a large crow’d, including a great 
number of lawyers, whose interest was 
attracted by the nature of the case which 
is unprecedented in Vermont courts. 
The judge discussed the case an hour 
and a half. 
He covered fully the rights 
ot both plaintiff and defendant under the 
law, and reviewed much of the testimony. 
He laid much stress on the failure of the 
union to produce its books when called 
upon to do so. 
He said the plaintiff had 
a right to have the m introduced and sain: 
“lf you Had th a t the defendant, afier 
being notified to produce books and pa­ 
pers has failed to do so you will have a 
right to presume th at these books and 
pullers would make for the case of the 
plaintiff. 
You can give to that presum p­ 
tion such weight as you think It ought 
to h ive, and you may iind on th a t p r e ­ 
sumption that the claim of tile plaintiff 
is true and that tin* claim of the defend­ 
ant Is falHe. 
lf you find the defendant 
has certain evidence which has been ii lily 
called lei by the plaintifi and not pro­ 
duced the weight ox it nu ts with you.” 
The judge declared that the members 
of the defendant union had an undeni­ 
able right to strike, and that tho fo rm ­ 
ing of a combination or "conspiracy” on 
the part of the men to go out together 
did not constitute an unlawful act. 
The Patch company had 
undoubtedly 
suffered from 1h< stoppage of work 
but 
had no cause to recover dam ages unless 
there had been unlawful acts. 
In tins respect, tho judge said. how­ 
ever, that the strikers had n o right lo 
Interfere with any one else Iii his freedom 
to take employment at the P atch plant or 
of the company to hire men wherever it 
could. 
H e said men w ho had struck had the 
right to aak o th e r m en not to ta k e the 
plates left by them , but h ad n o t the 
right to use m isrepresentation of facts, 
Intim idation or coercion, either p h ysi­ 
cal or moral. 
Judge H azelton referred to the claim 
of the plaintiff that the evidence te n d ­ 
ed to show that there w as undue influ- 
ence or coercion on the p a rt of the de. 
I v fendant which had resulted in d am ag e 
to the plaintiff, w hile the 
defendant 
claim ed that som e men had been a sk ­ 
ed not to take positions, after the s it ­ 
uation had been fairly stated to them , 
and that this w as all. 
Judge Ha sci ton 
then 
referred 
to 
aome of the evidence. 
H e read one of 
the circulars headed "Trouble In R u t­ 
land," and telling of the strike. 
Ile 
said there w as evidence to show that 
these circulars had been sent out by 
the union. 
He asked the Jury to co n ­ 
sider 
whether, lf, as 
the defendant 
claimed, there w as only a d isagreem ent 
aver w orking at the shop, the circum * 
n a n ces w arranted such a heading and 
whether such an expression w ould n a t­ 
urally* be taken to m ean anything more 
than a request not to take the vacant 
places. 
The judge said that lf it cam e to a 
juestion of dam ages they could only be 
awarded where injury 
resulted 
from 
am 
’ ful acts. 
The defendant m ade 25 requests for 
charges to the jury. 
N ineteen of them 
were complied w ith and two with lim i­ 
tations. 
These w ere largely am plifica­ 
tions of points already touched upon. 
The 
Judge 
refused, 
how ever, 
to 
comply with request* that the jury be 
.nstrueted that 
the plaintiff had 
no 
fight to the services of men not under 
;ontract 
or 
already 
em ployed 
and 
rotild 
not recover dam ages 
for any 
threats to or intimidation of men who 
were seeking to enter its em ploy. 
The judge also declined to instruct 
that the plaintiff could not recover for 
threats to boycott mad"* to m erchants 
who 
supplied n ecessities 
to 
P atch 
imployea, if m ade directly to the m er­ 
chants. 
The phi!ntiff m ade 12 requests for 
ttistructiong to the 
jury. 
The 
court 
passed one request, that the Jury be 
nstrueted that the 
plaintiff could re­ 
a v e r dam ages sustained by "picket­ 
ing” of strikers, saying that so far as 
•.his request wa« sound it had already 
been covered. 
H e com plied w ith a request to ln- 
itruet that the telling of workm en that 
they would be w atched by the union 


o r boycotted 
was unlaw ful. 
H e also 
in stru cted the Jury that lf the m em ­ 
bers conspired to cause w orkm en to 
leave the co m p a n y ’s em ploy by calling 
th em "s e a b s” or calling the p lan t a 
“scab • h o p ,’* the plaintiff could recover 
for an y dam ages. 
The case w as then given to the jury.

With one or two 
exceptions, there is something queer, 
fussy and artificial in the appearance 
and m anner of these male dressmakers, 
as though long catering to the whims 
of women had somehow struck In and 
got on their nerves. 
But they are the 
princes and rulers of the costuming of 
women. 
From their kingdom in the 
Rue de la Patx, and more recently In 
Boulevard 
Haussm ann, 
they 
issue 
edicts before which all the feminine 
world bows abjectly. 
Yet here is a 
hint that American dressm akers may 
avail themselves of for their encour­ 
agement: Many of the new fashions are 
actually 
designed 
and contrived 
by 
mere women, after all. 
They are wo­ 
men and girls in the employ of the 
kings of women's fashions. They work 
regularly for these men at small wages 
and bring in new” designs that occur to 
them or that they study out. 
If one of 
these novel ideas promises to "take," 
then it is either bought or simply ap­ 
propriated by the male employer. 
Now, lf Frenc h girls can design fash­ 
ions American girls certainly can when 
they have had the training and expe­ 
rience. B ut the American dressm akers 
have a larger undertaking on their 
hands than they seem aw are of. They 
tackle their task with the happy confi­ 
dence of those who know not its diffi­ 
culties. and that same happy confi­ 
dence, 
based 
partly 
on 
ignorance 
though it be, Is one of the best auguries 
for the final trium phant success of the 
American dressmaker. 
It u’as the happiest thought of the 
promoters of the recent exhibition of 
gowns in New” York to display along 
with homemade ones an assortm ent of 
costumes from Paris. 
It was an inval­ 
uable object lesson to the American 
modiste. If she used her wits, she saw 
how much she had yet to learn. 
That 
is the first step toward progress. 
It is 
no disgrace to admit that in the tech­ 
nique of all art, In the painstaking, 
careful, mechanical making of w hat­ 
ever the French undertake, they lead 
the world. The English udmlt it; so do 
all other nations. 
The gowns at the exhibit ion In New 
York showed this unm istakably 
W as 
a Paris creation placed upon a lay fig­ 
ure beside an American one? 
Tile 
American dross was made of splendid, 
costly material. 
It was elaborately 
wrought, in some instances so elabo­ 
rately as to be painful. 
But the skirt 
sometimes wrinkled over the hips, even 
upon the dummy, there were also wrin­ 
kles under the arms and about the 
shoulders. 
There was often, too, a 
general tumbly, "tacky" appearance to 
the tout ensemble. 
There was great 
and 
heaped 
up 
ornamentation, 
hut 
sometimes ornamentation without a r ­ 
tistic design. 
The very sewing on of 
that lace which is now so universal a 
feature of garniture showed the differ­ 
ence. 
The lace yoke of the French 
gown was fitted as exactly as if It had 
been a tailor made overcoat. 
Every 
stitch was in place, and it held. There 
was not a pucker in ii seam anywhere. 
The inset lace medallions were a beau­ 
tiful illustration of this French ex­ 
actness. 
The French bodice upon Hie lay figure 
fitted as it does upon the hum an figure 
when the French modiste fits It—with­ 
out a wrinkle or a loose stitch an y ­ 
where. 
With the French dressmaker! 
there is always as much of a design be­ 
forehand for a costume as there is with 
the artist for a great painting or in the 
mind of the sculptor for a marble crea­ 
tion. 
To think out this creation of 
art takes time. After it is thought out 
much more lime is required to m ate­ 
rialize it 
American women who have 
had costumes made in Paris have often 
been not a little annoyed at the long 
delay before getting them. It seems to 
take a French costumer twice as long 
to make a gown as it does the Ameri­ 
can costumer. It Is because the French 
modiste is engaged in a real labor of 
love, considering herself to be creating 
as much of an art work as lf she were 
making a painting or a musical com­ 
position. 
The French nation are the leading 
They 


painstaking fitting, exact joining, per­ 
fect to a thread—yes, and the sewing 
itself slie needs to know. 
When a 
young American singer la to be finish*1 
off for the operatic or concert stage, 
She always winds up her training with 
a season of instruction in Paris to get 
"Style," which the most experienced 
musicians agree can be got nowhere 
else. 
If the American costumers suc­ 
ceed In their determination to produce 
work which shall equal that of the 
French, those able to afford It can do 
nothing which will aid them so much 
as to spend a season or two In Paris 
learning the art of how to do. 
English 
modistes do this, so do Germans, and 
the American Is not yet so superior to 
these that she can ignore such an aid 
to her art. Let her remember that It is 
an art and a most worthy one. There 
is no art higher than that of draping 
the beautiful living form. 
Miss Elisabeth A. C. White, the tal­ 
ented and energetic president of the 
American Dressmakers’ Protective a s­ 
sociation. realizes what Is necessary to 
place the modistes of this country at 
tile head of their trade. 
The aspiring, 
yet teachable, spirit of tiles** hardw ork­ 
ing women is the on** that will win out 
Iii time beyond a doubt. 
What Ameri­ 
can gownmakers can do with practice 
w'as shown in an odd way at their New 
York exhibition. 
Most of the gowns 
displayed were either dinner or ball 
costumes and those meant to he worn 
at various other evening affairs. 
Con- 
sequently they were of light, fluffy m a­ 
terial, lace, chiffon, liberty silk, net, 
muslin or silk mull. 
In these the ones 
that even a novice could distinguish as 
superior were ticketed from the south, 
where women wear thin, light fabrics 
four times as nm* ii as they do in Bos­ 
ton. New York or Chicago. 
Of gowns 
of this sort notably beautiful ones w-ere 
from Baltimore, Charleston and Dal­ 
las.

dlappolntment among those anxious lo 
secure preferential treatm ent In favor of 
England; but the passages dealing with 
the inter-oceanlc canal and the develop­ 
ment of American naval power are wel­ 
comed as proofs that buncombe has gone 
out of favor, and that action has taken 
t lit- place of vague blustering. 
The a l­ 
truism of the president’s speech Is riot 
understood by the capital of an empire 
which has been built upon the princi­ 
ple of enlightened self-interest. 
The ob­ 
jection Is raised by some writers that 
trouble will arise whenever a European 
Sower finds Itself unable to obtain redress 
;n Spanlsh-Aitierlca unless by the seizure 
of territory, and the "little E ngland” con­ 
troversialists are puzzled by the demand 
for a stronger navy w'hon the Monroe 
doctrine has been sanctioned by Great 
Britain and Germany. 
The address, as 
a whole, greatly increases the president’s 
prestige 
abroad, and It was 
always 
unique.

MILL WAGES MUST BE ADVANCED. 
The mill agents may as well m ake up their minds that they m ust pay 
higher wages. 
Price® of all commodities are being 
pushed 
up. 
Why 
should not the price of labor go up? 
Other mills are paying higher w'ages than those of Lowell. Why should 
not Lowell keep up with the procession? 
The money paid out for an increase of wages Is not thrown away. 
It 
helps trade and it removes discontent, which if prevalent among the help 
of a mill must prove detrimental to a great extent in the long run. 
The Lowell mills could Increase wages today and be just as well or bet­ 
ter off a year from now’ than they will be lf they finally refuse an increase 
of wages. 
The price of the finished product is largely controlled 
by the 
cost of m anufacture. 
lf all the mills pay living wages what is to prevent 
them getting It back in the snle price of their m anufactured goods? 
A good m any people are of the opinion that the owners of the Lowell 
mills are Interested In mills In other cities and they fight the increase of 
wages In Lowell, knowing that an increase here would mean an increase 
In their other mills. 
Therefore, it is not likely that the wage question in Lowell will 
he 
settled upon its merits. 
The mill agents would stand better 
with the 
public today if they had offered some increase. 
The public at large seems 
to be unanimously of the opinion that the operatives are entitled to an »n- 
of some kind.

w as th a t d iscrim in atio n s

tended 
to w ard the control of p roduction an d 
prices in m a n y fields of b usiness by 
large com binations.

w as justifiable

by the disclosures In the in v estig atio n 
of railroad m e th o d s pursued in tile fall 
and w in ter of 1901-1902. 
It w a s then 
show n th a t c e rta in tru n k lines h a d e n ­ 
tered into unlaw ful ag ree m en ts a s to 
the tra n sp o rta tio n of 
food 
p ro d u cts 
from th e w est to th e A tlantic seaboard, 
giving a few favored 
sh ip p e rs 
ra te s 
m uch below' the tariff ch arg es im posed 
upo n the sm aller deale rs an d th e g e n ­ 
eral public. 
T hese 
u n ju s t 
p ractices 
h a d prevailed to such an ex tent and 
for so long a tim e th a t m a n y of the 
sm aller sh ip p ers h ad been driven o u t 
of business, u ntil p ractically one bu y er 
of grain on each railw ay sy stem had 
been nble by bis illegal a d v a n ta g e s to 
secure a m onopoly on the 
line 
w ith 
w hich his se cret com pact w as m ad e; 
this m onopoly en abling him to fix the 
price to both pro d u ce r a n d consum er. 
M ony of th e g re a t pack ing house co n ­ 
cern s w ere show n to be in c o m b in a ­ 
tion w ith each o th er an d w ith m ost of 
the g re a t ra ilw a y lines, w h ereb y they 


enjoyed 
large secret 
concessions 
in 
ra te s and th u s 
o btain ed 
a 
practical 
monopoly of th e fresh an d cured m eat 
in d u s try of th e country. 
T hese 
f u ­ 
sions, th o u g h violative of the statu te, 
h ad prevailed unchecked for so m an y 
y ears th a t th ey h ad become intren ch ed 
in an d interw oven w ith the com m ercial 
life of certain large d is trib u tin g locali­ 
ties; alth o u g h this w as of course a t 
the expense of th e vnst body of law - 
ab id in g m erc h a n ts, tile general public, 
a n d p a rtic u la rly of . unfavo red locali­ 
ties. 


QUASI 
P U B L IC C O R PO R A T IO N S. 
It is clear that corporations created for 
quasi public purposes, clothed for that 
reason with the ultim ate power of the 
state to take private property against 
the will of Hie owner, hold their corporate 
powers aa carriers in trust for the fairly 
impartial service of all the public. 
F a ­ 
voritism in the use of such powers, un­ 
justly enriching some and unjustly im ­ 
poverishing others, discriminating in fa­ 
vor of some places and against others, is 
palpably violative of plain principles of 
Justice. 
Such a practice unchecked is 
hurtful in m any ways. Congress, having 
had Its attention draw n to the matter, 
enacted a most 
im portant 
anti-rebate 
law, which greatly strengthens the in- 
rstate-commerce law. 
This new law 
prohibits 
under adequate penalties the 
giving and as well the demanding or rc- 
eelving of such preferences, and provides 
tho preventive, remedy of injunction. The 
vigorous administration of this law, and it 
will be enforced, will, it is hoped, afford 
a substantial remedy for certain tru st 
evils winch have attracted public atten 
Hon and have created public unrest. 
This law represents a noteworthy and 
important advance toward just and effec 
five regulation of transportation. More 
over, Its passage has been supplemented 
by the enactm ent of a law to expedite 
the hearing of actions of public moment 
under the anti-trust, act, known as the 
Sherman law. and under the act to regu 
late commerce, at the request of the a t ­ 
torney general; and furthermore, addi­ 
tional funds have been appropriated to be 
expended under tile direction of the a t ­ 
torney-general 
in the enforcement 
of 
these laws. 
All of this represents a great and sub 
stantial advance in legislation. B ut more 
Important even than legislation is the 
administration of the law, and I ask your 
attention for a moment to the way in 
which the law has been administered by 
the profound jurist arid fearless public 
servant who now occupies the position of 
attorney-general, Mr. Knox. 
The con­ 
stitution enjoins upon the president th at 
he shall take care th at the laws be faith ­ 
fully executed, and under tills provision 
tile attorney-*, neral formulated a policy 
which was in effect nothing but the rigid 
enforcement, by suits managed with con­ 
sum mate skill and ability, both of tho 
anti-trust law and of the imperfect pro­ 
visions of the aet to regulate commerce. 
This first step taken was the prosecution 
of Ii suits against, the principal railroads 
of the middle west, restraining them by 
injunction from 
further 
violations of 
either of the law s In question. 
About tho sam e time the case against 
the N orthern Securities company was ini­ 
tiated. Tins was a corporation organized 
under the laws of the state of New J e r­ 
sey with a capital of four hundred minion 
dollars, the alleged purpose being to con­ 
trol the Great N orthern and the Northern 
Pacific railroad companies, two paralell 
and competing lines extending across the 
northern tier of states from the Missis­ 
sippi river to the Pacific ocean. W hatever 
the purpose its consummation would have 
resulted in the control of the two great 
railway systems upon which the people 
of the northwestern states were ho largely 
dependent for their supplies and to get 
their products to m arket being practically 
merged into the New Jersey corporation. 
The proposition th a t these independent 
systems ct railroads should be merged 
under a single control alarmed the people 
of the state concerned, lest they be sub­ 
jected to w hat they deemed a monopoly 
of interstate transportation and the sup­ 
pression of competition. 
The governors 
of the states most deeply affected held a 
meeting to consider how to prevent the 
merger becoming effective 
and passed 
resolutions calling upon the national gov­ 
ernm ent to enforce the anti-trust laws 
against the alleged combination. 
When 
these resolutions were referred to the a t ­ 
torney-general for consideration and a d ­ 
vice he reported th a t in his opinion the 
Northern Securities company and its con­ 
trol of the railroads mentioned was a 
combination In restraint 
of trade and 
vias attem pting a monopoly in violation 
of the national anti-trust law. 
There­ 
upon a suit in equity, which is now pend­ 
ing, was begun by the government to test 
the validity of this transaction under the 
Sherman law. 
At nearly the sam e time the disclos­ 
ures respecting the secret rebates en- 
1nyed by the great packing house com­ 
panies, coupled with the very high price 
of meats, led the attorney-general 
to 
direct an investigation into the methods 
of the so-called beef trust. 
The resu't 
was that he filed 
bills for injunction 
against six of th*. principal packing house 
companies, 
and restrained them 
from 
combining and ngracing upon prices at 
which they would sell th e'r products In 
states other th an those in which their 
meats were prepared for market. 
W rits 
of injunction were issueu 
accordingly, 
and since then, after full argum ent, the 
United States circuit court baa made the 
injunction perpetual.

th e cotton intercuts of the south, in­ 
cluding growers, 
buyers and shippers, 
made complaint th at they ware suffering 
great injury in their business from the 
methods of the southern railroads in the 
handling and transportation of cotton. 
They alleg'd that these railroads, by com­ 
bined action under a pooling 
arrang e­ 
ment to support their rate schedules, had 
denied lo the shippers the right to elect 
over what road* their commodities should 
b e shipped, and th at by dividing upon a 
fixed basis the cotton crop of the south 
alt inducement to compete in rates for 
th- transportation thereof w a*eliminated. 
Proceedings were instituted by the a tto r­ 
n e y - g e n e r a l under 
the 
anti-trust law. 
which resulted in the destruction of the 
pool and in restoring to the growers and 
shippers of the south the right to sill" 
their products over any rood they electee 
thus removing the restraint 
upon 
the 
freedom of commerce. 
In November, 
the attorney-gen 
arui directed that a bill for an Injunction 
ho filed Iii tho United States circuit court 
at San Francisco 
against the Federal 
Halt company—a corporation which had 
been organized under the laws of an 
eastern state, but had Its main office and 
principal place of business in California— 
and a ga twat a number of other companies 
and persons constituting what was known 
us the salt trust. These ^ ju n ctio n s wore 
to restrain the execution of certain con­ 
tracts between the Federal Salt company 
and the other defendants, by which the 
latter agreed neither to import, buy or 
sell salt, except from and to the Federal 
Salt 
company, and not to engage 
or 
assist In the production of salt west of 
the Mississippi river during the continu­ 
ance of such contracts. 
As the result 
of these agreem ents the price of salt had 
been advanced alinit 400 per cent. 
A 
tem porary injunction order was obtained, 
which the defendants asked the court to 
modify on the ground that the anti-trust 
law had no application to contracts for 
purchases and sales within a state. 
The 
circuit 
court overruled this 
contention 
aud sustained the government’s position. 
This practically concluded the ease, and 
It Is understood th at in consequence the 
Federal Halt company is about to be dis­ 
solved aud th a t no further contest will 
be made. 
W H A T H A S R E E N D ONE. 
The above is a brief outline of the 
most important steps, legislative and a d ­ 
ministrative. taken during the past 
IS 
months in the direction of solving, so far 
as at present It seems practicable by na 
lienal 
legislation or administration 
to 
solve, what we call the trust 
problem. 
They represent a sum of very substantial 
achievement. 
They represent a success­ 
ful effort to devise and apply real rem e­ 
dies; an effort which so far succeeded be­ 
cause it was made not only with resolute 
purpose and determination, but also in a 
spirit of common sense and Justice, as far 
removed na possible from rancor, hysteria 
and unworthy demagogic appeal. 
In the 
same spirit the laws will continue to be 
enforced 
Not only is th© legislation re ­ 
cently enacted effective, but In my Judg­ 
ment 
tt was impracticable to 
attem pt 
more. Nothing of value is to lie expected 
from ceaseless agnation for radical and 
extreme 
legislation. 
The people 
may 
wis. lv, and with cc nfidence. await the re­ 
sults Which are re asonably to be expected 
from the* Impartial enforcement of the 
laws winch have recently' been 
placed 
upon the statute books. 
Legislation of a 


general 
and 
indiscriminate 
character 
would ba sure to fail, either because it 
would involve all interests in a common 
ruin, or because it would not really reach 
any evil. W e have endeavored to provide 
a discriminating adaptation of the rem e­ 
dy to the real mischief. 
Many of the alleged remedies advo­ 
cated are of the unpleasantly drastic type 
which seeks to destroy the disease by 
killing the patient. 
Others arc so obvi­ 
ously futile th at it is som ewhat difficult 
to treat them seriously or as being ad­ 
vanced In good faith. 
High among the 
latter I place the effort to reach the trust 
question by means of the tariff. You can, 
of course, put on end to the prosperity 
of the trusts by putting an end to the 
prosperity of the nation; but the price for 
such action seems high. 
The alternative 
is to do exactly’ w hat has been done dur­ 
ing the life of the congress which has 
ju st closed—th at Is, to endeavor, not to 
destroy corporations, but to regulate them 
with a view of doing aw ay with whatever 
s of evil In them and of making them 
subserve the public use. 
The law is not 
to be administered in the interest of the 
poor man as such, nor yet in the interest 
of the rich man as such, hut in the inter­ 
est of the law-abiding man, rich or poor. 
We are no more against organizations of 
capital than against organizations of la­ 
bor. 
We welcome both, demanding only 
hat each shall do right and shall remem 
her Its duty to the republic. Such a course 
we consider not merely a benefit to the 
oor man, but a benefit to the rich man 
,Ve do no man an injustice when 
require him to obey the law. 
On the 
contrary, if he is a m an whose safety' 
and well-being depend in a peculiar de 
<T»e upon the existence of the spirit of 
aw and order, we are rendering him the 
greatest service when we require him to 
lye himself an exemplar of that spirit.

RUTLAND. Vt., April 4- T h e ca?© of 
the F. R. P atch m anufacturing company 
against Protection lodge of machinist* 
for $10,000 dam ages for alleged unlawful 
acts of the defendants in connection with 
the strike at the P atch plant begun May 
20, 1002, was given to the jury yesterday 
and a t a late hour last night the Jury 
was still considering its verdict. 
The charge to the ju ry given by Judge 
Seneca Haselton was listened to a tte n ­ 
tively by a large crowd, Including a groat 
number of lawyers, whose interest was 
attracted by the nature of the > ase which 
is unprecedented In Vermont courts. 
The judge discussed the case an hour 
and a halt. 
H e covered fully the rights 
of both plaintiff and defendant under the 
law. and reviewed much of the testimony. 
He laid much stress on th© failure of the 
union to produce its books when called 
upon to do so. 
He said the plaint iff had 
a right to have them Introduced and said: 
“ lr you rind thai the defendant, after 
being notified to produce books and pa 
pere has failed to do so you will have a 
right to presume th at these books and 
papers would make for the ease of the 
fit aint I ft. 
You can give to that presutnp- 
lon such weight as you think it ought 
to have. and you may find on th at pre­ 
sumption th a t the claim of the plaintiff 
is true and that the claim of th© defend 
an t is false. 
If you find the defendant 
has certain evidence which has been duly 
called for by the plaintiff and not pro­ 
duced the weight of tt rests with you." 
The judge declared th at the members 
of the defendant union had an undent 
able right to strike, and th at th© form ­ 
ing of a combination or “conspiracy'' oil 
tin p art of the men to go out together 
dbl not constitute an unlaw ful act. 
The P atch company had 
undoubtedly 
Suffered from I bt' stoppage of work, but

T he F ren c h nation are the leading 
a rtis ts of the w'orld in all fields. 
They 
have given them selves up wholly to a rt 
expression since the days of Louis XIV. 
W h a t w onder th a t all the world sits at 
the feet of P a ris and learn s of the 
F re n c h in m a tte rs of a rt expression! 
The A m erican dressm aker is a tte m p t­ 
ing to perfect herself in the right w ay 
by tak in g object lessons from F ren ch 
modistes. I t is not so m uch the design­ 
ing of costum es th at she needs 
to 
know. 
T h a t she is equal to In a m e a s­ 
ure. 
It is the technique of her art, the 


p ain stak in g filling, exact joining, p e r­ 
fect to a thread yes, and th e sew ing 
itself she needs to know.

young A m erican singer is to he finished

ceed In their determ ination to produce 
work w hich shall equal th a t of the 
F rench, those able to afford It can do 
nothing which will ald them so m uch 
as to spend a season or tw o in P aris 
learning the art of how' to do.

modistes do tills, so do G erm ans, and 
th e A m erican is not yet so superior to 
these thnt she can Ignore such an aid 
to her art. 
Let her rem em b er thnt It Is 
an H i t and a most w o rth y one. 
T here 
is no a rt higher th an th a t of drapin g 
the beautiful living form. 
Miss E lizabeth A. U. W hite, the ta l­ 
ented and energetic president of the 
A m erican D ressm ak ers’ Protective a s ­ 
sociation, realizes what Is necessary to 
place the modistes of this co un try at 
tile head of their trade. 
The aspiring, 
yet teachable, spirit of these h ard w o rk ­ 
ing women is the one that will win out 
In time beyond a doubt.

can gown m akers can do w ith practice 
w as shown in an odd w ay at th eir New 
York exhibition.
